DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor has not been disclosed. Evidence 
of concealment of the best mode is based upon the fact that the applicant does 
not disclose how additives date inks during production, what systems can be 
used/how to use a system to determine an estimate of use of an ink, or how to 
vary additives to determine approximate date of use. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the 
claim language. These types of claims are omnibus claims. With regard to 
claim 2 there is nothing describing the specifics of the "qualitative and/or 
quantities systems" necessary to determine how one, by reading the claims in 
light of the disclosure, would analyze the ink samples. With regard to claim 3, 
there are no active, positive steps set forth on how the method varies additives 
over short periods in order to approximate date of use. The specification does 
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not convey to one of ordinary skill how to vary additives, let alone determining 
a date of use based on a production process that varies additives. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
United States Patent 6,212,504 to Hayosh. 

Hayosh discloses inks with additives as seen in column 5, lines 7-17 
(emphasis added): 

17. MACHINE READABLE TAGGANT: This is any property of a material that can allow 
it being uniquely identified or the presence of that material and its specific properties 
with the use of machinery in an automated environment. Some examples oftaaaants 
are radioactive isotopes put into an ink , fluorescent ink, and some holograms stamped or 
affixed to a document. Machine readability implies that the taggant is affixed or applied 
in a certain location and that the process of identifying the taggant is capable of being 
read or authenticated at reasonable speeds.
